of the city of St. Petersburg and 
faces the Great Neva river.

of land which marks the junction 
of the Great Neva, with the Little 
Neva. On this point is the Bourse, 
the custom house and the other 
public buildings. 


The point is joined to the main- 


land near the winter palace by the 
palace bridge. 


On an island on the other side 


of the point and commanding the 
winter pr.'ace is the fortress of St. 
Pctei and St. Paul. 


It will thus be seen that the bat- 


tery of artillery which fired the sa-> 
lute of the fortress, bpuig station- 
ed on the Bourse squar.c, was al- 
most opposite the 
winter palace. 


The distance separating the square 
and the palace is estimated at 
about 500 jarcls. •

"As It does not appear that the loss 


was in any manner due to the fault or 
negligence' of Superintendent Leach, 
1 heartily recommend this reimburse- 
ment."

OLD-AGE PENSIONS, 


(From the London News.) 
The administration of old-age pensions 
in Australia and New Zealand seems to 
be proceeding on the whole satisfactorily, 
and the experience gained there should 
be of value when a Britisl' scheme Is 
formulated. 
In New South Wales there 
are about 20,000 pensioners, the cost to 
the state .being rather more than half a 
million sterling. New Zealand has 12.000 
pensioners, costing approximately $1,000,- 
000. 
A careful supervision is exercised 
over the grants. 
The maximum pension 
is $90 a year in New Zealand and $104 
In Victoria.

Atkinson of San Francisco Would 


Have Proper Reports 


Made to *he State. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. -19,—The follow- 


ing bill introduced by Atkinson in the 
House will be read with interest:

M'Kowan Defalcation is Basis For 


a Resolution at 


Sacramento. 
.' 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. IS.—As a result 


or the defalcation which landed W. A. 
MoKeown, secretary and land agent of 
the University of California, behind the 
"oars at San Quentin, there may be a 
thorough investigation of the financial 
system employed at the university. Sen- 
ator Henry E. Carter of Los Angeles has 
taken the initiative along this line by in- 
troducing a resolution calling for such 
an Investigation. 


The Senator has been thinking over this 


matter for several days, and during 
time he has interviewed many members 
of the Legislature as well as a number of 
State officers, all of whom have advised 
him that an Investigation would be time- 
ly. 
So Carter submitted the following 
resolution to the Senate this morning: 
"Whereas, The University of California 
is the leading educational institution of 
this State, in which every citizen is di- 
rectly interested and which is supported 
by appropriation of public land endow- 
ments by private Individuals, and 
"Whereas, Bills for large appropriations 


of money have been presented to the Leg • 
islature for the 
maintenance and im- 
provement of said Institution during the 
ensuing two years, and 
"Whereas, Since the last session of the 
Legislature large and considerable sums 
of money, aggregating between $60,000 
and $70,000. belonging to certain of the 
university funds -were misappropriated by 
an officer of the institution, and said large 
amount has been lost to the university, 
and"Whereas, 
The proper management, 


safe-keeping and disbursement of the 
university funds are of paramount and 
equal interest to the university and peo- 
ple of the State, now therefore be it 
"Resolved. That a select committee of 


five members of the Senate be appointed 


WILL TRY 


by the President of th,e Senate for the 
purpose of thoroughly investigating the 
financial system now employed at said 
university, and to report to the Senate 
the result of their investigation on or bs- 
for February 10, 1905, unless granted fur- 
ther time. Be it further 
"Resolved, 
That 
said committee be 


authorized and expects a favorable re- 
port upon it." 
After the reading of the resolution it 
was referred to the Finance Committee 
without comment. 
It will be considered 


by that committee and reported back, 
this probably to-morrow. 
that I In 
discussing the resolution Senator 


Carter said: 
"There are now pending 
before 
the 
Legislature bills for the appropriation of 
5525,000 for the support, maintenance and 
improvement of the university. 
This is 
a very large sum of money, and the in- 
dications are that it will be granted as 
asked for. 
"In view of the McKeown defalcations, 


which extended .over a considerable per- 
iod, 
as I am informed, I think it well 
that the Senate should investigate the 
financial system of the university. 
My 


resolution is not intended to cast the 
slightest reflection upon any of the pres- 
ent officers of the university. That insti- 
tution has no better friends than myself. 
It is- the intention to have the investiga- 
tion of an entirely friendly character and 
as a business-like preliminary to making 
the appropriations asked for. I have no 
doubt but that the university authorities 
will welcome it. 
"I do think, however, that an institu- 


tion handling such large sums of money 
belonging to the people should exe.rciao 
the greatest precaution to safeguard its 
treasury and its endowments, and I be- 
lieve that • the Legislature should have 
full and definite Information. I will press 
the resolution,' If necessary, but, as I 
stated, I do not believe It will be ob- 
jected to."

The proposition to bring the State Fair to Oakland is a good one.

Of course the only place where this can be 
done is in the vicinity of San Francisco, and as there is no place on 
the city peninsula adapted to holding such a fair, the location naturally 
falls to Oakland. Were the State fair held in this county there would 
be no more deficiencies to fall upon the taxpayers. By all means let it 
be brought here.—Alameda Encinal. 


An Attack on the State University. 


Evidences are multiplying that there is a well developed scheme 


to separate the Agricultural College from the State University entirely 
and locate it at some point in the Sacramento valley. This scheme is 
quite clearly outlined in a letter written to the Woodland Democrat 
by a Santa Rosa corrspondent. From this letter we extract the fol- 
lowing : 


"Especial care should be taken that the proposed agricultural 


college and farm be located a long Way from Berkeley, and that the 
president and board of regents of the University of California, be not 
permitted to handle this new enterprise. These people, as a body, do 
not understand or sympathize with our plans, and if we are to judge 
by the $100,000 stolen by their late secretary they are already handling 
as much of the State's money as they can keep 'tab' on. I do not doubt 
that the agricultural college would be handled at slight expense if 
President Wheeler dictated its course, because he would doubtless find 
room to spend about all of the money at Berkeley and in different lines 
entirely." 


The Woodland paper expresses itself editorially in this wise : 
"President Wheeler of the State University has secured the intro- 


duction of a bill making an app-opriation of $250,000 for the construc- 
tion of a building for the use of agricultural students. One of the pro- 
visions of the bill is that the building must be erected on the campus 
of Berkeley. Of course, the purpose of the bill is to anticipate the en- 
actment of a law authorizing the purchase of a university farm. 


_ "The measure ought to and we believe will be defeated. It is about 
time to call a halt on extraordinary appropriations for the State Uni- 
versity. At the last session of the Legislature $250,000 was appropriat- 
ed for new buildings on the Berkeley campus. The University ought 
to be able to worry along on that amount for at least two years more. 
There are other sections of the State that deserve some consideration." 


The Democrat says "nobody desires to cripple the University or 


to impair_its efficiency in any way," and then it goes on to say that the 
section of the State north of Sacramento has not received its due pro- 
portion of public institutions. As if the scheme to dislocate the Univer- 
sity and segregate its components on geographical lines does not in- 
volve impairment of its efficiency! Tearing the Agricultural College 
away from the other departments must inevitably cripple the Univer- 
sity, for then the Agricultural College, located at a distance from 
Berkeley, and under a separate control, would* continually be arrayed 
in hostility against the other departments ; the division of the University 
funds would entail untold vexation and perhaps expensive and pro- 
tracted litigation. 


The several departments of the University should be kept tegether 


and under one control at all hazards. President Wheeler, as an individ- 
ual, has nothing to do with the case whatever, and the effort to use his 
personality as a pretext for disrupting the University is not made in 
good faith nor in any good will to the splendid institution that has 
grown up at Berkeley. The University is not like a pie to be cut up 
and distributed around the State in sections. 


In this matter'the Alameda delegation should stand"together in a 


solid phalanx in defense of the integrity of the University, for exper- 
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fence in other States has demonstrated that the best results can be 
achieved at the lowest cost with all the departments congregated =nd 
under one direct control.

MISS M'FARLAND TELLS OF HER 


VISIT IN 


EAST. 


The following letter was read at a re- 


cent meeting of the managers of the 
West Oakland Free Kindergarten: 


"To the Board of Manageis of West 


Oakland Free Kindergarten. Dear Ladies: 
I will send jus>t a few words for the 
monthly meeting, telling you a little of 
the kindeigartens I visited while away 
from Oakland. 


"Our flist stop after leaving Oakland 


was at Coloiado Springs where we sp?nt 
one day, and the motnlng- was devoted to 
visiting a kindeigarten 
in the 
public 
school We toutid a wideawake kindergar- 
ten teacher in charge, with one assistant, 
she managed thirty children 
They were 
working out a program on biid life and 
were doing the work as we do heie m 
Callfoinla 
We enjoyed the moinlng and 
weie sorry when kindergarten closed at 
11.30 
It was the only kmdergaiten that 
closed at that hour that we visited. 
"St, Louis was our next stopping place 
and we thoroughly enjoyed the kinder- 
gartens there 
Mtes McColough, who is 


director of all the kindergartens was very 
kind indeed, and invited us to look over 
the kindergarten exhibit at the Fair with 
her, 
and I assure you I enjoyed it much 
more to have Miss McColough with us. 
The exnlblt was veiy veiy good and one 
thing made me think of oui children at 
home and that was a Christmas tree with 
hand woik of child]en upon it 
While in 
St Louis, we visited an all colored kin- 
dergarten and mother and I enjoyed the 
music very much for those little darn: 
people weie full of music and rhythm 
There must have been fifty 01 sixty chil- 
dren in the kindergarten and the piln- 
clpal and assistants were people of color 
also 
All the kindergai tens were con- 
nected with the public schools and I 
found this the case In all the cities,I 
visited except whete they are a part of 
the neighboihood settlement woik 
"Chicago was our next point to visit 
and I must say that after hearing of 
Hull House and Ihe good work being dona 
theie among the poor families we wei-p 
glad of an opportunity to visit and see 
with our own eyes what is being done to 
uplift and bilghten the li\es ot the an- 
foitunate 
We \lsited many of the pub- 
lic kindergartens, also the Jean Parker 
School and the Eli Bates Settlement and 
kindergai ten 


"We next went to Boston wheie we 
visited two kindeigaitens for the blind 
children and our sympathies were aroused 
by the efforts 
3f the childien as they 
worked away patiently with the clay and 
other materials 
I could not help feeling 
that those little,ones lose so much cf 
kindergarten happiness bv not being able 
to see and enjoy the bright colors we use 
In our woik 
The public school kindei- 
gartens In Boston were well managed and 
we enjoyed 
several mornings visiting 
them 
"New York was visited next and we 


found some splendidly equipped kinder- 
gai tens there. 
The one connected with 
Columbia Uiverslty was most complete 
with Its large rooms, beautiful pictures, 
etc 
The Felix Adler Klndergatten had 
a home-like appearance with its potted 
plants, birds and a snow white labba 
lunnlng about the room, feeling as much 
at home as any of the chlldieu. 
"In Washington we visited many of 
the public and pilvate kindergartens 
They had begun the fall program work 
and weie working along the same plan 
we use here 
We then went away South to New 
Orleans and found the little people of the 
southland had the cottan and sugar cane 
to make their work interesting We met 
a group of children with their teacheis 
who were visiting a sugar refinery 
The 
La Salle Kindergarten connected 
with 
the public school, had a beautiful build- 
Ing all devoted to kindergarten work. 
"It seems customary in all the kinder- 
gartens we visited to serve a lunch at 
II o'clock 
In one of the poor districts 


of Boston the little people had milk anJ 
ci ackers, and we enjoyed 
seeing 
the 
hungry children partake of this lunch 
as they seemed to need this little refiesh- 
ment veiy much. 
' We met very pleasant klndergartners 
both in the Noith and in the South and 
many pleasant things were done for us 
to make oui visit one not soon to be for- 
gotten. 
We visited thirty-four kindergartens 
while we were away and I come back lo 
California feeling that we are doing just 
as good woik here as in any State I 
visited. 
I feel that I have not given a full re- 
port of ail the kindeigartens for I have 
left out Philadelphia and Brooklyn and 
have not told you of all the good things 
I saw and heaid in those and other 
kinderga: tens but I fear I have already 
taken too much time so will close with 
many a thanks to you all for having giv- 
en me the time to see and enjoy what 
other people aie doing in my line of work

California, where grows the big celery ' 
crop of the State is deteriorating, men 
of the South have sent samples of the 
soil to the agricultural department of 
the State University for examination ' 
and analysis, in the hope that remedies j 
may be suggested for the salvation ot \ 
the rich celery growing industry.

Ana, in Orange County. 
The

farated peat beds of the South stands ' 
now on the long tables in his office, i 
alongside the sacks usod by the Rus- I 
slan Government, which recently sent' 
samples ot the "black earth" of Russia 
to the California University, for ex- 
amination. 


The problem involved in the analysis 


of the celery growing soil is so diffi- 
cult and delicate that Professor Lough- 
ridge Is loath to rl'scuss it in advance 
of his tests, to be made at once, of the 
specimens of earth he has received. 


Professor Loughridge, believes, how- 


ever, that the trouble with the soil in 
Orange County, m the peat-bed dis- 
trict, is clue to the presence of too 
much lime in the f-irt'1. This prepon- 
derance of lime, he explains, is likely 
to prove greatly injurious to the celery 
crop, as affecting its volume and qual- 
ity, 
if the lime has become a prepon- 


derating element in the soil. The lat- 
ter fact remains to be determined by 
his examinations. 
The country af- 


fected is pretty thoroughly represent- 
ed, by the specimens of dirt that have 
come to the University, and when Pro- 
fessor Loughridge has concluded his 
tests, the celery grourrs of the State 
will be provided ^ith data ttuit may 
either reveal a method ot" treating the 
soil to preserve its unique f e r t i l i t y , or 
declare to thorn the hopelessness of 
seeking to change tho conditions there.

They should 
be furnished 
through the town clerk. 
This has not been so in "the past, and It 
has caused trouble. Five years, hence it 
will be worse. There are other question?, 
such as street, fire departments 
and 


school on which we should take a stand. 
Republicans can put up -a. policy that is 
honorable and right and also Republican. 


"Another question that is agitating us 
to-day is that of bonds. The decision on 
bonding-is being reached largely from the 
point of view of the tax -rate. The voter 
in solving^ this local question does so by 
adding his county and State tax rate 
and the combination apnalls him.
